MCOSLA, Cyprus (AP) — A cease-fire commis- 


sion flew over Cyprus battle zones Sunday in an 
attempt to establish a firm cease-fire line 
separating Turkish and Greek Cypriot forces. 


The commission included Greek, Turkish, 


British and United Nations officers. But after the 
flight, a spokesman for the British High Commis- 
sion in Cyprus said the role of the United Nations in 
carrying out the Cyprus cease-fire agreements had 
been downgraded to "observer status." 


The spokesman said he would henceforth act as 


the "spokesman for the tripartite talks." During 
the past three days, the work on setting cease-fire 
lines was carried out by aH four parties, and an- 
nouncements to reporters were made by the of- 
ficial U.N. peace force spokesman, Rudolf 
Stajduhar. 


Asked about the apparent change in roles. 


Stajduhar replied: "No comment." 


There was no immediate indication of why the 


U.N. role might have been downgraded. But there 
has been considerable uncertainty over what 
should be the exact function of the 3.750-man U.N. 
force on the island. 


A U.N- spokesman told reporters Sunday that 


"we are now having difficulties with the freedom 
of movement of the United Nations forces in areas 
controlled by the Turkish armed forces." 


There was no indication whether any progress 


was made Sunday in implementing the cease-fire. 
Another meeting of the parties was set for Monday 
morning. The decision to survey the battle lines 
came after two days of inconclusive talks between 
the opposing sides on where the line and U.N.- 
manned buffer zones should be placed. 


Fighting on Cyprus was reported light on Sun- 


day, with most action reported along the northern 
coast near Kyrenia. where sporadic shooting could 
still be heard. Scattered shooting continued on Jhe 


"Green Line" separating the Greek Cypriot and 
Turkish Cypriot sections of Nicosia. 


The U.N. spokesman said the six-man Finnish 


U.N. teafh at Bellapais near Kyrenia was ordered 
out by Turkish soldiers last Friday and the United 
Nations had not been informed of the fate of more 
than 1.500 Greek Cypriot civilians previously under 
U.N. protection there. 


(In another part of his briefing, quoted at U.N. 


headquarters in New York, the spokesman said the 
Turks agreed to re-establish the U.N. post on the 
outskirts of Bellapais. But he said he understood 
most of the population and refugees were no longer 
in the village, and it was not known where they 
were. 


•In Kyrenia. the spokesman said, Greek Cypriot 


men taken by the Turks from the Dome Hotel were 
being kept in custody by the invasion forces. A 
number of women and children were also removed, 
the spokesman said, and were taken to Nicosia 
where they were allowed to cross into the Greek 
Cypriot sector. 


(The U.N. forces understand that similar events 


took place at the cities of Trinithi and Karmi, the 
spokesman added, and they have taken up these in- 
cidents with Turkish authorities and the Red 
Cross.) 


Reporters visiting Bellapais found more than 600 


women and children living in a hotel at the edge of 
town. None of the women complained of ill treat- 
ment from the Turkish forces, but all expressed 
concern about their husbands or sons, who had 
been taken off in trucks by the Turks. 


In Ankara, Turkey. Turkish Premier Bulent 


Ecevit said his country had turned over to the 
International Red Cross a list of Greek Cypriot 
prisoners held by the Turkish forces. 


On the diplomatic front. Cyprus President Glaf- 


cos derides flew to Athens to confer with Greek 
Premier Constantino Caramanlis about the up- 
coming Geneva talks on the political future of 
Cyprus. 


The leader of the Turkish Cypriots on the island, 


meanwhile, journeyed to Ankara for talks with 
Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit about the same 
topic.

Another meeting of the parties was set for Monday 
morning. The decision to survey the battle lines 
came after two days of inconclusive talks between 
the opposing sides on where the line and U.N.- 
manned buffer zones should be placed. 


Fighting on Cyprus was reported light on Sun­ 
day, with most action reported along the northern 
coast near Kyrenia, where sporadic shooting could 
still be heard. Scattered shooting continued on the 


“Green Line” separating the Greek Cypriot and 
Turkish Cypriot sections of Nicosia. 
The U.N. spokesman said the six-man Finnish 
U.N teato at Bellapais near Kyrenia was ordered 
out by Turkish soldiers last Friday and the United 
Nations had not been informed of the fate of more 
than 1,500 Greek Cypriot civilians previously under 
U.N. protection there. 
(In another part of his briefing, quoted at U.N. 
headquarters in New York, the spokesman said the 
Turks agreed to re-establish the U.N. post on the 
outskirts of Bellapais. But he said he understood 
most of the population and refugees were no longer 
in the village, and it was not known where they 
were. 
(In Kyrenia, the spokesman said, Greek Cypriot 
men taken by the Turks from the Dome Hotel were 
being kept in custody by the invasion forces. A 
number of women and children were also removed, 
the spokesman said, and were taken to Nicosia 
where they were allowed to cross into the Greek 
Cypriot sector. 
(The U.N. forces understand that similar events 


took place at the cities of Trinithi and Karmi, the 
spokesman added, and they have taken up these in­ 
cidents with Turkish authorities and the Red 
Cross.) 
Reporters visiting Bellapais found more than 600 
women and children living in a hotel at the edge of 
town. None of the women complained of ill treat­ 
ment from the Turkish forces, but all expressed 
concern about their husbands or sons, who had 
been taken off in trucks by the Turks. 
In Ankara, Turkey, Turkish Premier Bulent 
Ecevit said his country had turned over to the 
International Red Cross a list of Greek Cypriot 
prisoners held by the Turkish forces. 


On the diplomatic front, Cyprus President Glaf- 
cos Clerides flew to Athens to confer with Greek 
Premier Constantine Caramanlis about the up­ 
coming Geneva talks on the political future of 
Cyprus. 
The leader of the Turkish Cypriots on the island, 
meanwhile, journeyed to Ankara for talks with 
Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit about the same 
topic.

Speculation Is Rejected 


CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) — President 
Nixon conferred for five hours Sunday 
with his lawyer and his top two speech 
writers but a White House spokesman 
rejected speculation he was preparing a 
major address on impeachment. 
“ There will not be a speech this week,” 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren 
said following the Camp David con­ 
ference. 
As for the possibility of a presidential 
statement on impeachment, Warren said 
nothing is planned “ that I know of." 
He gave no details on the meetings 
between Nixon, lawyer James D. St. 
Clair, speech writers Patrick Buchanan 
and Ray Price and two other top White 
House aides, Alexander M. Haig Jr. and 
Ronald L. Ziegler. 
Warren said Nixon summoned the 
group to the mountaintop retreat 
“ because he wanted to confer with 


them.” 
The Washington Post, meanwhile, 


reported in Monday editions that it had 
learned from White House sources that 
tapes now being turned over to U.S. 
District Judge John J Sirica contain in­ 
formation potentially damaging to Nixon. 


The Post, in a story by reporters Carl 
Bernstein and Bob Woodward, said that 
as a result of the material in the tapes key 
aides to Nixon are urging him to adopt a 
new defensive posture by acknowledging 
some degree of participation in the 
Watergate cover-up while stressing that 
he had no intention of breaking the law. 


At least four of the taped conversations 
add new dimensions to the case against 
Nixon developed by the House Judiciary 
Committee, the Post quoted a source as 
saying.

Few Significant Cuts Made 
In Proposed County Budget

Finding little cushion in 
general fund budget requests 
Lan caster County com ­ 
missioners made few significant 
cuts in preparing their general 
fund budget recommendations 
for the public hearing Aug. 13. 
In a day-long work session 
Saturday, the board cut some 
new programs and new equip­ 
ment proposals but left most 
departmental requests as sub­ 
mitted, for a total proposed 
general fund budget of $6 6 
million. 
Due to increased costs, 
provisions in 1974 legislation and 
implementation of the new per­ 
sonnel plan which hiked salaries, 
the proposed general fund 
budget is up nearly $1.5 million 
from last year. 
$6,655,317 Total 
The proposed 1974-75 general 
fund budget, after the board 
made its cuts, totaled $6.655,317 
as compared with $5,219,660 last 
year. 
The board indicated that since 
the cash on hand in that fund 
was approximately the same, the 
increased budget would require 
about 2.7 mills more than last 
year, when the county levied 
2.505 mills for the general fund. 
Of the $6 6 million total, the 
commissioners’ 
miscellaneous 
funds accounts for $1.941,256. 
County’s Share 
The county’s share of city- 
countv functions represented the 
largest portions of that budget 
with $451.868 for building and 
grounds, $424,258 for the city- 
county health department and 
$135,400 for city-county zoning.

BOLOGNA, Italy (AP) - A 


terrorist bomb exploded Sunday 
in a crowded express train as it 
sped through a tunnel in 
northern Italy, killing 12 persons 
and injuring another 48, in- 
cluding two Americans. 


The blast, which occurred at 


1:30 a.m. as many of the 
passengers were sleeping, tore 
the roof off the fifth car of the 
17-car train and set a second car 
on fire. 


Witnesses said many of the 


passengers, their clothing in 
flames, leaped for safety as the 
crippled train emerged from the 
10-mile-long tunnel and coasted 
to the small San Benedetto Val 
di Sambro station a half-mile 
away. 


'Screams Everywhere' 


"There were screams 


everywhere in the car," said 
Duilio Romano, 20, a passenger 
in the blasted car. "The glass of 
the windows were all broken... 
flaming pieces of the roof were 
falling." 


Police called the blast "an act 


of political terrorism" and said 
the time bomb apparently had 
been hidden in a toilet. They 
said it appeared to have been set 
to go off inside the tunnel, the 
longest double-track tunnel in 
Europe, to create maximum 
panic. 


"file train was filled with more 


than 1.000 passengers — most of 
them Italians heading for 
vacations in Austria, Switzerland 
and West Germany. 


The explosion occurred about 


100 yards from the mouth of the 
tunnel which is located between 
Florence and Bologna. The train 
was traveling from Rome to 
Brenner on the Austrian border. 


Americans Identified 


Most of the injured were taken 


to Maggiore Hospital in Bologna, 


where officials identified the 
two Americans as Leonard Gary 
Palma, 21, of Aliquippa, Pa., 
and John Maiorano, 29, of 
Wilmington, Del. Both sustained 
light injuries, hospital officials 
said. 


"I was in a car talking to two 


young Germans when I heard 
this noise and an instant later 
saw glass flying," Maiorano said. 
"As we crawled into the station I 
heard screams. Blood dripped 
into my eyes. Window frames 
were blown in. Doors were off 
their hinges. 


"The Germans had taken off 


their shoes for the night and ran 
barefoot across acres of broken 
glass," Maiorano continued. "I 
heard one of them shouting over 
and over again, 'There are peo- 
ple burning in there!' " 


In Rome, President Giovanni 


Leone blamed "mad" terrorists 
for the attack and declared, 
"Our democratic state will not 
crumble under their blows." 


Protest Strike Ordered 


Trade union leaders, 


meanwhile, ordered an eight- 
hour general strike throughout 
Bologna province Monday to 
protest the attack. The union 
leaders issued a joint statement 
blaming the bombing on "cold 
and pitiless Fascist cynicism." 


The blast was Italy's worst 


terrorist attack since extremists 
set off a bomb in a Milan bank 
five years ago killing 16 persons 
and injuring more than 100. Both 
right and left wing extremists 
have been blamed. 


Seven persons died in Brescia 


in northern Italy two months ago 
when a time bomb hidden in a 
trash can exploded during a 
workers' strike rally. Police 
blamed the attack on right-wing 
extremists, but made no arrests. 


Flood Crisis Worse; 
100 Die Of Cholera 


DACCA, Bangladesh (AP) — 


The flood crisis in Bangladesh 
worsened Sunday, claiming the 
lives of 119 more persons — 
most of them victims of a flood- 
related outbreak of cholera, of- 
ficials said. 


It was the 49th consecutive 


day of flooding in the nation. A 
total of 517 persons have died so 
far. and the flood waters have 
submerged 250 miles of roads. 


In Sunday's flooding in the na- 


tion sandwiched in the eastern 
wing of India, the Maghna River 
rose to five feet above its danger 
level. The Buriganga River also 
swelled and inundated wide 
areas. 


Of the 119 new deaths, 100 per- 


sons at Phulpur, in the north 
central district of Mymensingh, 
succumbed to cholera. The other 
19 victims drowned in Mymen- 
singh and Comilla to the 
southeast, authorities reported.

U.S. Rep. Trent Lott was back 


in Mississippi this weekend 
explaining to his constituents 
why he voted against recommen- 
ding the impeachment of Presi- 
dent Nixon. Rep. Harold 
Froehlich was in Wisconsin, 
explaining why he took the op- 
posite stand. 


Both men are Republican 


members of the House Judiciary 
Committee. 
They found 


differing amounts of support 
from the people they represent. 


More than a dozen members 


of the 38-member committee 
visited their home districts 
Saturday and Sunday, many for 
the first time since the approval 
of three articles of impeach- 
ment. 


Lott, a first-term congressman 


seeking re-election, appeared 
Saturday with Vice President 
Gerald Ford. He said that as of 
the weekend he had received 52 
letters from Mississippi suppor- 
ting his anti-impeachment posi- 
tion and six letters opposing it. 


Lott said one man wrote and 


said that "while he disagreed 
with my conclusions, he ap- 
preciated my reasoning and 
would support me." 


Froehlich voted for two of the 


three impeachment articles. He 
said that since the vote he 
received 90 letters opposing im- 
peachment and 55 letters for. He 
said, however, that in the time 
since Nixon fired Archibald Cox, 
the first special Watergate 
prosecutor, the mail from his 
traditionally Republican district 
has been 1,300 to 300 in favor of 
impeachment. 


Rep. William Cohen of Maine, 


another Republican who sup- 
ported two of the three articles, 
returned to his home state im- 
mediately after the first vote, 
making a statewide television 
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broadcast to explain his vote. 


"Passions are high on both 


sides," Cohen said. "There is 
either great admiration for what 
I did or great contempt." 


Cohen didn't plan any political 


meetings Saturday or Sunday. 
"I'm just trying to get away 
from it for a while," he said, ad- 
ding that his weekend schedule 
included a fishing trip with his 
sons and a family reunion. 


Rep. Charles W. Sandman Jr., 


R-N.J., also said he would go 
fishing Sunday. Sandman, who 
opposed the impeachment ar- 
ticles, said mail from his district 
has been about two-to-one in 
favor of his stand. "That doesn't 
mean all of those people don't 
want the President impeached 
and I'm not trying to say it 
does." he explained. 


Thornton, who voted for all 


three articles, said of his con- 
stituents: "Most everybody I 
talked to recognized that was the 
way I had to cast my vote." He 
said some people expressed 
regret about the committee's ac- 
tions, but added, "Most 
everybody agrees the most im- 
portant thing is to preserve our 
constitutional 
form 
of 


government." 


Latta said he was telling his 


constituents that there was a 
good possibility that Congress 
would pass a resolution cen- 
suring the President instead of 
impeaching him. Discussing his 
own vote against the impeach- 
ment articles, Latta said, "My 
mail nationally has been running 
in favor of not impeaching the 
President and of about 400 


letters from my constituents, 
only about 75 of them disagreed 
with my position." 


Railsback, who voted for two 


of the three articles, addressed a 
Chamber of 
Commerce 


luncheon in Moline, 111., on 
Friday and told the audience 
that the impeachment vote was 
"the most difficult experience of 
my life." 


Several guests at the luncheon 


said during a question-and- 
answer period that they sup- 
ported Railsback's position. "I 
believe that at a time like this, 
that people should choose 
between loyalty to party and 
loyalty to country and that's why 
I support you. Tom," said 
William H. Hewitt, the board 
chairman of a farm machinery 
company.

Nude Swimmers Increasing 


Fair Harbor, N.Y. - Following a state court ruling 


last spring that nudity could not be considered lewd, nude 
bathers are appearing in increasing numbers on the big 
public beaches — Brighton Beach in Brooklyn, Jones 
Beach, and Fire Island, on Long Island. The number of 
nude bathers is miniscule compared with persons who 
wear bathing apparell; still, the Long Island State Park 
Police have issued 40 summonses for nudity, mostly to 
women at Jones Beach, so far this summer, compared 
with a few at this time last year.

By Senators

Nebraska's two U.S. senators 
have joined in co-sponsoring 
legislation to name the Rapid Ci- 
ty, S.D.. synthetic gas plant after 
retired lawmaker Karl E. 
Mundt. 


Republicans Roman Hruska 


and Carl Curtis were listed 
among those pushing legislation 
sponsored by Sen. Charles Per- 
cy. R-I11. 


Percy is the co-chairman of 


the National Sponsoring Com- 
mittee of the Karl E. Mundt 
Historical and Educational 
Foundation at Dakota State 
College in Madison. S.D. 


Mundt. 74. retired in 1972 after 


serving in the House and Senate 
from South Dakota since 1940. 


The S9.3 million gasification 


plant is located on a 10-acre site 
two miles south of Rapid City. 


At the same time, Proxmire 


said in a televised interview that 
it would be "just plain wrong" 
for Nixon to resign before the 
impeachment process has fully 
run its course. 


Proxmire noted that Nixon in 


recent days has twice had to 
cancel meetings with his 
economic advisers in order to 
listen to White House tapes 
which the Supreme Court has 
ordered him to surrender to 
special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski. 


"He's preoccupied with his 


defense, as he must be," the 
Wisconsin Democrat said. "And 
it's going to get worse and worse 
as the weeks go on. 


Asked on ABC's "Issues and 


Answers" program what steps 
must be taken to tackle the 
nation's spiralling inflation rate, 
now up to about 12 per cent, 
Proxmire replied: 


"No. 1' and by far the most im- 


portant, as an absolute 
prerequisite, is that President 
Nixon temporarily step down, 
under the 25th Amendment ... 
and hand over to Gerry Ford the 
full authority of being President 
of the United States. I think 
that's absolutely essential." 


The 25th Amendment, 


adopted in 1967, provides for the 
vice president to temporarily 
become acting president if the 
President tells Congress that he 
is unable to discharge the 
powers and duties of his office. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 


had said last Sunday 'Jiat Nixon 
should turn over his duties and 
responsibilities to Ford if the 
full House votes for impeach- 
ment. He said the proceedings 
have "essentially immobilized" 
Nixon from taking new steps to 
solve domestic problems. 


Proxmire said that "the in- 


tegrity of this President, the 
honesty of this President is going 
to be before the American peo- 
ple on television" during im- 
peachment proceedings in the 
House and a possible Senate 
trial. 


"And it's going to be extreme- 


ly hard for President Nixon in 
these circumstances to pull the 
country together, as he must — 


to appeal to labor, to appeal to 
management" in attempts to 
stem inflation. Proxmire said. 


He said that if Ford took over 


temporarily, he would be "in a 
position to rally support. A new- 
man is always given the benefit 
of the doubt ..." 


Proxmire asserted: "I think 


this is absolutely essential if 
we're going to have any kind of 
an effective program, in the 
short term, to combat this most 
serious inflation problem." 


However, the senator said he 


thinks it would be wrong for 
Nixon to resign now because "if 
President Nixon is convinced 
he's innocent, I think he has 
even- right to demand a trial and 
I think he should have it."

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Few Had To Die/ Says Escaped Hostage 
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T5L (AP) ~ "We 


knew all along that a few had to 
die in order for others to live " 
said Ann Fleming, only hours 
after she escaped safely from the 
Texas state prison where two 
other women died. 


Two of the three convicts who 


held the three women and nine 
other persons hostage also died 
in an abortive escape attempt 
Saturday night. Authorities said 
the convicts committed suicide. 


The 50-year-old Mrs. Fleming, 


who started work as a librarian 
at the prison only four weeks 
ago, taught her regular Sunday 
school class and attended ser- 
vices at the First Baptist Church. 
She said she would not return to 
her job. 


Mrs. Fleming's husband Her- 


man was with her Sunday. Their 
daughter, Frances Ann, 17, was 
in Nashville, Tenn., attending 


the funeral of Mrs. 
mother, Mrs. R. L. Walker, who 
died July 27, three days after the 
ordeal at the prison began. 


Church Welcomes 


A church deacon said Mrs. 


Fleming had come "home to her 
people." Other members of the 
congregation embraced and 
kissed her. Tears flowed down 
her cheeks and she sobbed open- 
ly. 


"We stand today rejoicing and 


weeping. It is appropriate that 
we do both," said the Rev. Ma L. 
Brown. 


Mrs. Fleming, her wirsts still 


bearing bruises from long hours 
in handcuffs, nodded agreement. 
She held a much-used, copiously 
marked Bible. 


At an impromptu news con- 


ference on the church steps, 
Mrs. Fleming said Fred Gomez 
Carrasco, leader of the gunmen 


and one of those who committed 
suicide "was always a 
gentlemen. He couldn't have 
treated us better." 


1 'No Bitterness' 


She said she felt no bitterness 


for her captors or for the way the 
Texas Department of Correc- 
tions handled the siege. 


But she said there was an 


overwhelming sadness at the 
death of the two women 
hostages — Julia Standley and 
Elizabeth Beseda. 


"I feel they gave their lives' for 


us," said Mrs. Fleming. 


She said she plans to quit her 


job in the prison system. "I don't 
plan to go back to work," she 
said. "I've lost my effec- 
tiveness." 


Little Hope 


For 10 days, Mrs. Fleming 


said, the hostages believed they 
had little hope. They knew the 


prison policy was that convicts 
with hostages would never be 
permitted freedom. She said she 
was told that only four weeks 
ago when she took her job "so it 
was fresh in my mind." 


On Saturday, Texas Depart- 


ment of Corrections director W. 
J. Estelle ordered an armored 
car to be provided as Carrasco 
had demanded. 


"We thought then that they 


were finally giving in," said Mrs. 
Fleming. 


Saturday night, Carrasco and 


his two companions, Rudy 
Dominguez and Ignacio Cuevas, 
handcuffed Mrs. Fleming and 
seven other hostages to the out- 
side of a crude shield made of 
wood blackboards and books. 
Three women, Mrs. Standley, 
Mrs. Beseda and Novella Pollard 
and a Roman Catholic priest, the 
Rev. Joseph O'Brien, were 


placed inside the shield, along 
with the three convicts. 


Trojan Horse 


"We called it the Trojan 


Horse," said Mrs. Fleming. 


The way out of the prison 


library where the hostages had 
been held was down a winding 
ramp and Mrs. Fleming said the 
captives had to hold on to ropes 
on the shield to prevent it from 
going too fast. 


As they neared the end of the 


ramp, authorities turned on 
powerful fire hoses. 


"It took us completely by sur- 


prise," said Mrs. Fleming. "We 
really thought it was perfectly 
safe. We never thought the TDC 
would do that." 


Mrs. Fleming said she was at 


the back of the shield and was 
knocked down by the 200-pound 
water pressure. She heard gun- 
fire, she said, but couldn't tell 


Two Convicts' Deaths Considered Suicide 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - 


Authorities said Sunday im- 
prisoned gang leader Fred 
Gomez Carrasco and a fellow in- 
mate committed suicide during 
an attempted prison break in 
which two hostages were killed. 


A third rebel inmate who sur- 


vived the gun battle was charged 
with capital murder in connec- 
tion with the deaths of the two 
hostages. Authorities said the 
third inmate did not actually 
shoot the two hostages, but was 
charged because of his involve- 
ment. 


Carrasco, who often said he 


would rather die than live in 
prison, placed a .357 magnum 
pistol to his head Saturday night 
during a shootout with prison 
guards and Texas Rangers, 
Justice of the Peace J.W. Beeler 
said. 


Preliminary Rulings 


Beeler said the other inmate, 


Rudy Dominguez, also com- 
mitted suicide He said the 
suicide rulings were preliminary 
and would require confirmation 
through an autopsy. 


The third inmate, Ignacio 


Cuevas, was captured un- 
harmed. Another hostage, the 
Rev. Joseph O'Brien, a Roman 
Catholic priest, was shot in the 
left side of the chest. Authorities 
said the priest told them he had 
been shot by Cuevas. 


Beeler said Carrasco was lying 


next to the body of hostage 
Elizabeth Beseda, his .357 
magnum pistol jammed against 
her. Mrs. Beseda, 47, a prison 
math teacher, was shot once. 
Julia Standley, 44, lay nearby, 
shot four times in the back. 


"Carrasco shot Beseda and 


Dominguez shot Standley," 
Beeler said. 


The shootout occurred during 


the llth day of an ordeal that 
started when Carrasco, a 34- 
year-old 
former 
narcotics 


kingpin serving a life term for 
assault to murder, and 
Dominguez and Cuevas pulled 
guns in the library of the Walls 
Unit of the Texas State Prison. 


Four inmates were taken 


hostage, along with a group of 
civilians. There were 12 hostages 
at the time of the shootout. 


"At no time was there any 


thought given to the granting of 
any illegal freedom to any cap- 
tor," said prison systems direc- 
tor W. J. Estelle. He described 
Saturday as "one of the meanest 
days anyone ever spent in public 
service." 


The end came as the three 


convicts, using blackboards and 
the hostages as a shield, tried to 
make their way to a waiting ar- 
mored car. Carrasco and the 
other two inmates, along with 
four hostages, were inside the 
blackboard shield; the other 
eight hostages were outside. 


Pollard Unharmed 


Two of the hostages inside the 


shield were killed; Father 
O'Brien was wounded and the 
fourth, Novella Pollard, was 
found unharmed, handcuffed to 
Cuevas. 


As the group made its way 


from the library, prison guards 
turned on fire hoses, driving off 
the hostages on the outside. 
Then they called on the convicts 
to surrender and, authorities 
say, were met with gunfire. 


Beeler said Carrasco and 


Dominguez each had a bullet 
hole in the head. There were no 
other wounds, he said. 


He said the bodies of Carrasco, 


Dominguez and Mrs. Standley 
were sent to Houston early Sun- 
day for an autopsy. He said Mrs. 


Elizabeth Beseda 


Beseda's body would not be sent 
to Houston because there was 
only one bullet and it had exited 
the body. 


'Good Fortress' 


Beeler 
described 
the 


blackboard shield as a "pretty 
hell of a good fortress. There 
were damned few (bullet) 
penetrations." 


The four bodies fell on a ramp 


that led to the prison yard from 
the library where Carrasco, 
Dominguez and Cuevas held the 
hostages. All three convicts were 
armed. 


Dominguez was serving a 15- 


year sentence for assault to 
murder; Cuevas was serving a 
45-year sentence for murder. 


Earlier Saturday, a plan had 


been reached that Carrasco 
believed would allow him 
freedom. Estelle said the plan 
called for Carrasco and his 
partners to leave the library with 
four hostages in the makeshift 
shield, surrounded by the other 
captives. 


Officials Waiting 


When the time came,

Oregon Prison Inmates Collect 
Funds For Slain Couple's Family 


Salem, Ore. (UPI) — Oregon 


State Penitentiary inmates have 
launched a fund drive for the 
family of a couple abducted by a 
convict who escaped from the 
prison. Never before have 
penitentiary inmates con- 
tributed money to compensate 
the victims of a crime com- 
mitted by one of their own, an 
official said. 


"It is not to be viewed as a 


reimbursement from prisoners, 
but a reimbursement 
from 


people." Oregon State Peniten- 
tiary inmate Larry Slopak 
explained. 


Slopak. one of 1.006 inmates at 


the prison, heads the fund drive 
for the family of Mr. and Mrs. 
Earl Hunter, an Eugene couple 
abducted by Carl Cletus Bowles. 
Bowles escaped May 17 while on 
a four-hour pass. He eluded 
police, abducted the Hunter 
family and fled by car before 
being captured near Coeur d' 
Alene. Idaho. 


Couple Slain 


The bodies of the slain couple 


were later found near Spokane, 
Wash. Bowles has admitted ab- 
ducting the couple but insists he 
left them unharmed. 


"I knew Carl Bowles, and I 


don't feel we should all of us in 
here be adverse)}' affected by the 
actions of one guy," Slopak says. 


Slopak. 48, says he doesn't 


know whether Bowles killed the 
Eugene couple, but says that the 
abduction of the husband and 
wife certainly led to their deaths 
even if Bowles himself did not 
fire the shots. 


The inmates realize that no 


amount of money will compen- 
sate for the deaths. Slopak says. 
The hope is that the fund will be 
viewed as a humanitarian 
gesture on the part of the in- 
mates. 


'Emotional' Prisoners 


"There are prisoners in here 


who are emotional human 
beings," he said. "We have 
feelings like people on the street. 
We can certainly sympathize 
with the remaining members of 
the Hunter family. 


"I know I personally feel 


grief about what happened." 


Prison Warden Hoyt Cupp has 


placed a $5 limit on individual 
contributions from inmates, but 
even that amount can put a dent 
in the savings of many prisoners. 


Inmates are paid 35 cents a 


day for prison work. For some, it 
is their only source of income, 
and an inmate who gives S5 real- 
ly gives about a month's pay. 


So far, the fund totals S260. 


Slopak says they hope to raise 
S500 before sending the money 
to the Hunter family. 


Besides inmate sentiment for 


the Hunter family, they also feel 
that Bowies' escape has hurt 
them all.

windows of a mess hall which 
overlooked the ramp, in- 
tercepted the group and the 
shootout followed. 


Ann Fleming, one of the 


hostages outside the shield, said, 
"We started out and some of us 
had to guide it while Fred was 
inside with hostages and other 
inmates. We had gotten down to 
the third ramp, guiding the 
shield, when we were hit with 
the water. I didn't know what it 
was at first. 


"I dived behind this brick wall 


with some of the other hostages 
when the shooting started. Then 
a policeman came over and 
grabbed us and told us to run 
with him. We ran behind the 
building to safety." 


Estelle said, "No officer fired 


' a shot until they had been fired 
upon. Several officers received 
fire upon their body armor and 
were driven back." 


"The results of this, under the 


circumstances, were the very 
best, I am convinced, that we 
could have hoped for, con- 
sidering the people that held our 
people hostage," Estelle said.

Mrs. Fleming 
described 


Carrasco as "the only smart one 
there." She said that during the 
long hours in the library the con- 
victs talked in Spanish, 
translating only occasionally.

"although they would have." 


The convict leader also in- 


sisted that they keep the library 
neat and the hostages spent 
many hours tidying up. 


Mrs. Fleming said she was 


particularly impressed with the 
courage of the women. "The 
women were outstanding 
people." she said. "Some of the 
women talked about jumping 
them (the convicts)," but were 
afraid that if some escaped 
others would be killed. 


The hostages, she said, felt 


like "pieces in a checker game." 


"We felt like it was Carrasco 


over here and Estelle over there 
and they were playing a game of 
checkers," she said.

Husband Commends Action

"First of all," he said, "I think 


it's important that you under- 
stand that at no time was there 
any thought given to the granting 
of any illegal freedom to any 
capto We owe it to our fine staff 
that small degree of insurance 
provided by the knowledge that 
the act of taking a hostage will 
not provide the means of es- 
cape."' 


Carrasco had vowed to 


newsmen in telephone inter- 
views that he would rather die 
than spend his life in prison. 


"I am not the type of man who 


can live life behind bars," he 
said. 


During his long negotiations 


with prison officials Carrasco 
threatened to blow up some of 
the hostages unless authorities 
complied with his demands, 
which included at varying times 
ammunition, weapons, bullet- 
proof clothing and passage out of 
the country — possibly to Cuba.

a justice of the peace ruled 


Another woman hostage died 


in the shooting, and Carrasco 
and one of his accomplices, 
Rudolpho Dominguez, also died 
in the incident. 


"It is our feeling that Mr 


Estelle (W. J. Estelle. Correc- 
tions Director^ and his associates 
handled the situation with the 
greatest 
capability possible," 


Beseda's statement said. "We 
want to express our great ap- 
preciation of their efforts in 
what we consider to be the best 
possible outcome of a very grim 
situation.

preciated by us as well as the in- 
terest and support of our 
friends." 


Veteran Releases 3 Hostages 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


gunman described as a Vietnam 
veteran with guerrilla warfare 
training surrendered Sunday 
after holding three persons 
hostage for three hours in Grif- 
fith Park. 


The 27-year-old gunman, 


armed with a rifle and 160 
rounds of ammunition and 
dressed in army fatigues and 
helmet, released two unarmed 
park rangers and a 59-year-old 
hiker after talking to Dr. 
Leonard Neff, a psychiatrist 
summoned from the Brentwood 


Veterans Administration 
Hospital, police said. 


A second psychiatrist, Dr. 


Laris Lofgren, later joined them 
and the two doctors and the 
veteran — identified as Johnny 
Mark Gabron — talked until the 
gunman was finally persuaded to 
discard his weapon and .give up. 


The man had taken a position 


on a hilltop above the park's 
merry-go-round where for about 
three hours he held as hostages 
Kenneth Wichmann, 38, a

ranger; Stephen 


Chrisman, 19, a volunteer 


ranger, and Lee Pickard, the 
civilian

newsmen the gunman told him 
"he had lived by the gun and 
wanted to die by it "

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A Back Seat For Reform 


Taking care "to recommend only 


where the need is clear," the Senate 
Watergate Committee under the chair- 
manship of Sen. Sam Ervin has drafted 35 
specific legislative recommendations for 
preventing future abuses of government 
power. Born of the Watergate scandals, 
these recommendations along with others 
offered by individual Ervin panel members 
range from curbing the powers of the presi- 
dent to tightening up campaign laws to 
bringing federal intelligence and law en- 
forcement 
agencies 
under closer con- 


gressional scrutiny to establishing a perma- 
nent special prosecutor. 


What are the chances of these 


legislative remedies being enacted? Have 
the American people and the Congress 
learned enough of a lesson from the 
Watergate mess to want to guard against 
future scandals and abuses? Opinion seems 
to be divided. 


Ironically, as Congressional Quarterly 


observed, the impeachment proceedings in 
Congress almost certainly will prevent con- 
sideration of legislation of the type 
recommended by the Ervin Committee, at 
least for this year. All but routine legisla- 
tion will be stymied by the impeachment 
issue, it is felt. In a sense, the cures will 
have fallen victim to the disease — at least 
temporarily. 


• Some members of the Watergate com- 


mittee, such as Lowell Weicker of Connec- 
ticut, feel confident that Watergate will not 
be forgotten after the impeachment issue is 
decided and that many of the reforms will 
be written into law. Others are not as confi- 
dent. 


Sen. Ervin, soon to retire, for one feels 


that President Nixon's impeachment 
"would make it more difficult to get the 
committee's recommendations enacted. It 
would relieve the pressures for reform." 
The North Carolinian further suggests that 
"a lot of people think that Watergate is a 
passing aberration." 


Thsre is some foundation for the 


senator's view, although we think that if 
the President is impeached but not con- 
victed, Congress will be more than willing 
to follow through with reforms relating to 
abuses of both the political and 
governmental processes. Whether or not 
the Congress would have the stomach to 
continue on with the Watergate issue after 
the trauma of removing Nixon from office 
is another question, however. 


No matter what the outcome of the 


Nixon impeachment proceedings, however, 
it's hoped that Congress with all due speed 
will act to curtail forever by law the abuses 
of our systems of politics and government. 
Less painful to prevent the illness than to 
endure the operation.

Sec. of State Allen Beermann counted

Chambers' concerns, as narrow as they

collects as a third candidate in November 
would otherwise have have gone to the in- 
cumbent.

Sen. Ervin, soon to retire, for one feels 
that President Nixon's impeachment 
“ would make it more difficult to get the 
committee’s recommendations enacted. It 
would relieve the pressures for reform.” 
The North Carolinian further suggests that 
“ a lot of people think that Watergate is a 
passing aberration.” 
There is some foundation for the 
senator’s view, although we think that if 
the President is impeached but not con­ 
victed, Congress will be more than willing 
to follow through with reforms relating to 
abuses of both the p o litical and 
governmental processes. Whether or not 
the Congress would have the stomach to 
continue on with the Watergate issue after 
the trauma of removing Nixon from office 
is another question, however. 


No matter what the outcome of the 
Nixon impeachment proceedings, however, 
it’s hoped that Congress with all due speed 
will act to curtail forever by law the abuses 
of our systems of politics and government. 
Less painful to prevent the illness than to 
endure the operation. 


Chambers On The Ballot 


Sec. of State Allen Beermann counted 
up the signatures on the petitions last week 
and found there were enough valid ones to 
qualify Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha as 
a candidate for governor. 
Nebraska’s only black legislator and 
the first of his race to be a gubernatorial 
candidate, the “ unbossed and unbought” 
Chambers will rightfully take his place on 
the ballot as an independent. He is as in­ 
dependent as they come, as well as being 
the state’s most dynamic and fascinating 
politician. 
Chambers' concerns, as narrow as they 
might seem at first, have broader appeal 
than the uninitiated might imagine. 
His official entry' into the race poses a 
potentially serious political problem for 
Gov. Exon. Most of the votes Chambers 


collects as a third candidate in November 
would otherwise have have gone to the in­ 
cumbent. At least that is the conventional 
view. But even if he had to rely on only one 
vote — his own — Chambers will make the 
gubernatorial race a more interesting and 
informative contest. 


With delight and anticipation we again 
suggest an expanded schedule of three-way 
debates across the state leading up to the 
election. 
Thus far the governor has pretty much 
played things close to his vest and GOP 
candidate Richard Marvel has been 
grasping at straws for issues. With 
Chambers as a catalyst, the campaign could 
turn into some sparkling, elucidative 
political entertainment.

WASHINGTON - At the Nixon White 
House a favorite saying is, ‘‘Skip the 
details and examine the bottom line for 
the real meaning. ” The bottom line of 
statements emanating from the 
President's aides last week is that Nixon 
has made some serious tactical errors in 
his efforts to avoid impeachment, has few 
options left to exercise and is still 
searching for a new strategy. 
With his long history of launching 
counterattacks against his enemies, it 
seems unrealistic to assume that Nixon 
will continue to sit silently and let events 
take their course, as he has been doing 
the last few days. Yet at present he is 
projecting the image of a helpless giant, 
unable to make effective use of the un­ 
limited television time and enormous 
resources at his command 


The options that are open to him — an 
extended television appearance, personal 
appeals to members of Congress, a cam­ 
paign to make it appear unpatriotic to im­ 
peach a president — have all been tried 
over and over but have failed to lift him 
out of the Watergate quagmire. 


Even his generally acclaimed foreign 
trips of earlier this summer — usually a 
sure means for a president to gain a few 
points in the public opinion polls — did 
not help his public standing. A Gallup 
Poll, taken July 12-15, a few days after he 
returned from the Soviet Union and the 
summit meeting with Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
the Soviet Communist Party leader, 
showed that 24% of the sample approved 
of his performance in office, as against 
63% who disapproved. A similar poll 
taken at the beginning of June, before 
Nixon's Middle Eastern tour, showed a 
28% approval and 61% disapproval. 


Rather than initiating a grand new 
strategy in the face of recent reversals on 
impeachment, the White House for the 
last few days has appeared to be preoc­ 
cupied with correcting mistakes and 
reaching for small gains. 


One m istake now 
privately 
acknowledged by White House officials 
was Ronald L. Ziegler’s characterization 
of the House Judiciary Committee as a 
“ kangaroo court" as it voted out articles 
of impeachment. Ziegler was presumably 
voicing the President’s views, and other 
White House aides make similar 
statements. 


One effect of that tack was to anger 
members of Congress who must ultimate­ 
ly decide whether Nixon is removed from 
office. In an effort to heal that wound, the 
President’s spokesmen suddenly began 
talking of all members of Congress in con­ 
ciliatory tones, and one presidential aide 
was reported to have told some con­ 
gressional leaders that Ziegler had been 
ordered to quit talking for the time being. 


At the same time, considerable effort 
has been spent by the President’s 
spokesmen to correct the impression that 
the WTiite House is frequently out of 
touch with reality. A week ago last Satur­ 
day night, in San Clemente, Calif., after 
the Judiciary Committee voted the first 
article of impeachment, Ziegler issued 
the following mimeographed statement: 


“ The President remains confident that 
the full House will recognize that there 
simply is not the evidence to support this 
or any other article of impeachment and 
will not vote to impeach. He is confident 
because he knows he has committed no 
impeachable offense.” 


The White House stood by this view 
even after the President’s defenders in 
the House began conceding that an im­ 
peachment vote by the full House 
appeared certain Finally, the President’s 
aides backed off from the statement but 
had trouble explaining how they could be 
doing so without conceding the 
President's impeachment 


Nixon’s spokesman, Gerald L. Warren, 
explained the change by saying the situa­ 
tion was "dynamic" and "shifting and un­ 
predictable.” Gen. .Alexander M. Haig 
Jr., the White House chief of staff, was 
even more restrained, saying, “ We are 
not naive,” as if to explain that the White 
House was not once again entertaining an 
overly optimistic view of the President’s 
position. 


The perplexity became so pronounced 
that Warren said he would no longer 
answer questions about strategy because 
it would be “unfair to the President of 
the

pronouncements about this extremely 
serious situation.” 
"Our strategy," he said, “will become 
clear as events unfold in maybe five days, 
10 days or 20 days.” 
Yet the uncertainty of the WTiite House 
at this point was shown by reaction to a 
plan, advanced by a few conservative 
House members, to bypass House debate 
and take the impeachment case directly 
to the Senate for trial. Patrick J. 
Buchanan, a special consultant to the 
President, speaking on the basis of con­ 
versations with those close to the Presi­ 
dent, said that the plan was being con­ 
sidered in the WTiite House, and this was 
confirmed by other officials.

Washington — Big John Con- 
nally indicted for obstruction of 
justice, illegal payoffs and 
perjury says he is convinced he 
will prove his innocence when 
his case comes to trial. The puz­ 
zle is that a man of Connally’s 
wealth should have been 
diddling around, as the indict­ 
ment charges, with $10,000 in a 
milk fund payoff. 


Connally is a prize example of 
the poor - boy - to - millionaire 
syndrome that flourishes in the 
most exotic form in Texas. His 
father was the second butcher in 
the butcher shop in Floresvilie, 
bis birthplace. 


That syndrome in even more 
luxuriant form was evident in 
the career of Lyndon Johnson. 
As his friend and political men­ 
tor, Johnson brought Connally to 
Washington to be his assistant in 
1937 when the late President was 
a young congressman. 
The young aide who was to 
hold a succession of high offices, 
including three terms as gover­ 
nor of Texas, got his schooling 
from a tough master who knew 
every angle of the politics of in­ 
fluence and pull.

By a (56-27% majority, the 


American people believe "the 
House of Representatives should 
vote to impeach President Nixon 
so he can be tried by the U.S. 
Senate." In the wake of the im- 
peachment recommendations of 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
the number who now favor im- 
peachment has jumped from 53 
to 66''!. 


By 56-319r, a majority also

Prior to the 
televised debate, the public gave 
the committee negative marks 
by 48-36%. 


Chairman Peter Rodino of the 


Judiciary Committee also is now 
held in much higher regard than 
before the committee took its 
decisive steps in recommending 
impeachment. Rodino's efforts 
now meet with 58-22% endorse- 
ment, compared with the 38-32% 
negative standing for him 
recorded before the committee 
vote. 


A similar reversal took place 


in the public's assessment of 
Judiciary Committee counsels 
John Doar and Albert Jenner. 
Before the televised debate and 
vote, the public gave them 
negative marks by 35-29%. Now 
they are rated 43-22% positive.

In the increased pubpc respect

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Communists Overrun 
10 Quang Ngai Posts 


DA NANG, South Vietnam (AP) - Communist' 


troops overran 10 government positions and 
heavily shelled others in Quang Ngai province 75 
miles south of here, field reports said Sunday. 


The reports said about half of the more than 


800 troops manning the outposts made it back to 
government lines. Others were unaccounted for. 


The attacks were part of a continuing drive by 


North Vietnamese and Viet Cong forces against 
government outposts along the coast south of Da 
Nang, the country's second largest city.

In Saigon, the Viet Cong delegation to the two- 


party Joint Military Commission, replying to a 
protest note from the Saigon delegation, said the 
attacks were justified because the government 
was using the area to launch pacification 
operations in violation of the cease-fire. 


Since the drive began July 17, the Communists 


have seized more than a score of government out- 
posts and villages with the heaviest fighting 
around district towns 20 to 30 miles south of Da 
Nang. 


There are no firm casualty reports from the 


fighting, but both Communist and government 
losses are believed to be high. Each side has com- 
mitted a division of 10,000 troops to the area 
south of Da Nang, officials said. 


The South Vietnamese command in Saigon said 


70 Communist troops and 10 government soldiers 
were killed in a battle near Due Due, one of the 
district towns under siege. 


Drive Extended 


The attacks in Quang Ngai. another district 


town south of Da Nang, indicated that the Com- 
munist drive was being extended southward. 


Officials said an estimated 2.000 North Viet- 


namese troops from an independent brigade 
moved into the province, began shelling at least 
three district towns, and attacked the five govern- 
ment outposts. 


One shelling attack killed 12 government 


soldiers and six civilians in the province's Ngai 
Hanh district town, government officials said. 


In Cambodia, rebel forces overran five small 


government outposts and abducted several hun- 
dred villagers only three to five miles from the 
capital of Phnom Penh, according to field 
reports. 


The reports said at least 40 militiamen from a 


200-man force were missing, and that 15 villagers 
were slain after they resisted. The villages he in 
the swampy area adjacent to the east bank of the 
Mekong river. 


Field reports said that the Khmer Rouge at- 


tacked the villages under a cover of heavy, cold 
rain late Saturday night.

extort $2 million from Exxon 
Chemical Co., U.S.A. 


Budimir Damnjanovic, 27, 


Utica, Mich., was picked up in a 
heavily wooded area near 
Rochester, Mich., as he tried to 
collect the money from a'FBI 
agent posing as an Exxon 
courier. 


Damnjanovic was held in the 


Lenawee County Jail in Adrian, 
Mich., pending appearance Mon- 
day before a U.S. magistrate in 
Toledo, Ohio, at which time 
agents will recommend that a ?1 
million surety bond be posted. 


D a m n j a n o v i c , born in 


Yugoslavia, came to the U.S. in 
1957 and became a citizen in 
1963. He is single and works for 
the Keystone Tooling Co., 
Warren, Mich. 


Frederick C. Fehl, special 


agent in charge of the local FBI 
office, said Damnjanovic's arrest 
followed an intensive investiga- 
tion which began last March. 


Exxon Chemical Co. received 


a letter at its Des Plaines, 111., of- 
fice stating that unless Exxon 
paid the $2 million, several 
foreign and domestic VIPs in- 
cluding some Supreme Court 
justices would be assassinated. 


The letter also threatened to 


disrupt the national affairs of the 
country by planting miniature 
home-made detonators inside 
the gas tanks of cars, trucks and 
airplanes, Fehl added. 


"The 
letter also instructed 


Exxon to run an ad in the 
Columbus (Ohio) Dispatch if 
they were willing to pay the 


price and to give a Post Office 
box where they could be con- 
tacted for further instructions, 
Fehl said. 


"A second letter was received 


at this Post Office box in April, 
1974, and it contained extremely 
elaborate instructions for the 
payoff and collection of money, 
and indicated more instructions 
would be received by means of a 
telephone call at one of several 
specified telephone booths in 
Toledo at 7 p.m. CDT on Aug. 
31, 1974. 


Fehl said a third letter 


received last July indicated that 
the deliveray date had been 
changed from Aug. 31 to Aug. 3, 
when the arrest was made.

letters were signed 


'Federation of Angry Small 
Business Owners' and indicateo, 
that members of FASBO were 
facing near bankruptcy because 
of the giant company's reckless 
price increase," Fehl said.

Mills Contributors May Owe Gift Tax On $100,000 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two Dallas computer 


executives may owe a sizeable gift tax on the 
$10.0,000 donation they gave secretly to the Wilbur 
Mills presidential campaign in 1972. 


Both men, Milledge A. Hart III and Mervin L. 


Stauffer, have stated that the money was from 
their personal funds. They could each owe more 
than 84,000 in gift taxes. 


They both split up their gift into installments of 


53,000 or less in an apparent attempt to skirt the 
tax, but the committees set up by the Mills cam- 
paign do not appear to meet Internal Revenue 
Service standards for such cases. 


Ironically. Mills is chairman of the tax-writing 


House Ways and Means Committee, and is con- 
sidered one of the nation's leading tax authorities. 


A spokesman for Electronic Data Systems 


Corp.. the firm headed by Hart, refused to say 
v nether the two executives had paid the gift tax 
or had filed the required form. 


The spokesman said the gift had been cleared 


in advance by the EDS counsel in Washington, 
who said in an interview that he understood that 
no tax was owed. 


"All the committees were properly con- 


stituted," said the attorney, Robert Martin. 


The IRS has ruled that unless the committees 


had different officers, all the S3,000 installments 


must be lumped together and counted as a single 
gift. All the Mills committees had the same of- 
ficers. 


tUnder this ruling, for tax purposes. Hart gave a 


single S51.000 donation and Stauffer gave a single 
S49.000 gift. 


An individual generally must pay gift tax on 


gifts of over S3.000 in any one year. If half the gift 
is declared to be in the name of a spouse, the cut- 
off is raised to S6.000 Also, any taxpayer can give, 
once in his Me. a total of $30.000 tax-free, or $60,- 
000 for a couple. 


The net result is that Hart and Stauffer could 


owe as little as nothing at all if they use up most 


of their own and their wives' lifetime exemption. 


On the other hand, the maximum that could 


possibly be owed by Hart is 84,425, assuming he 
takes advantage of his right to use his wife's name 
for part of the gift. 


The most that Stauffer could owe is 84,095, 


given the same assumption. 


The IRS ruling in question was issued July 17, 


1972, 
less than four months after Hart and 


Stauffer made their secret donation on March 30 
An IRS spokesman refused to give an opinion on 
whether Hart and Stauffer owed taxes. But he 
said the ruling applied retroactively to the period 
in which the gift was given. 


Girl Thought Dead; 
Life Signs Return 


Winston-Salem, N.C. (UPI) - Three and one-half 


weeks ago 12-year-old Jolene Kennedy was pronounced 
dead, but showed a small sign of life just as doctors 
prepared to remove her kidneys and eyes for transplan- 


Sunday morning she moved her hand toward her 


mouth as her physician father watched 


The seventh-grader from nearby Thomasville suf- 


fered severe head injuries July 9 in an auto week and was 
pronounced dead by doctors at High Point Memorial 
Hospital. But she moved her hand slightly and began 
breathing on her own about an hour and 45 minutes later 
as a doctor prepared to remove her donated organs 


"She had a pretty good night." her father. Dr Joseph 


B. Kennedy, a consulting Physician, said Sunday 


"She has a greater response in her two arms and her 


right and left hands moved this morning toward her 
mouth in purposeful movement," he said in a telephone 
interview from the hospital room of his daughter. Jojan. 
also injured in the accident 


Jolene, a "great dancer," was still in a coma at Bap- 


tist Hospital where Kennedy has kept a vigil since the ac- 
cident. 


The youngster, who made the decision to donate her 


organs for transplanting after watching a television show 
on the subject, shows signs of "consciousness at various 
continual time spans," said Kennedy 


She has blinked her eyes in response to his questions 


and Saturday morning nurses found the stomach tube 
which has supplied her with nourishment on the floor. 
"We don't know how it got to the floor," he added 


She has started breathing on her own again and "I 


would say she ... is probably about S 
rc better." 


At first, Kennedy said, he thought it might have been 


better if Jolene died, "but I have to honestly admit that I 
hope she can live. I believe in time she will be returned to 
us. 


"We don't know These things are, out of our hands 


completely." 


U.S. Agencies Pose 
Threat, Says Percy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


Charles" H. Percy, R-I1L, said 
Sunday the proliferation of 
federal police, investigative and 
intelligence units "threatens the 
basic liberties of Americans." 


He disclosed that he has asked 


the General Accounting Office to 
determine the precise number 
and funding of government in- 
vestigative units. 


"Federal government 
units 


that do police, investigative and 
intelligence 
work 
are 


proliferating," Percy said. "We 
find ourselves threatened by the 
spectre of a 'watchdog" govern- 
ment breeding a nation of 
snoopers." 


In a statement issued by his of- 


fice. Percy said the exact budget 
and number of employes of 
these agencies are unknown. The 
report from the GAO, Congress' 
investigating agency, will 
provide the basis for hearings by 
the Senate Government 
Operations Committee, of which 
Percy is the ranking Republican 
member. 


The Library of Congress 


prepared a list of more than 60 
federal agencies in September. 
1973. which do police, in- 
vestigative or intelligence work. 
They ranged from the Central 
Intelligence Agency, whose 
budget Congress conceals in the 
appropriations for other agen- 
cies, to the Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service of the 
Agriculture Department 


"Percy said that last April 9 he 


received a report from the 
Library of Congress showing the 
cost of 14 3aw enforcement 
groups was over $1 billion an- 
nually. "However, the Library 
•was not able to include those 
departments and federal agen- 
cies whose records are not 
available, even to an agent of 
Congress." Percy said.

"shocking examples of abuse." 


Percy said there was 


reasonable concern that dis- 
closure of certain information in 
this field might threaten national 
security. "But we cannot allow 
the cloak of national security to 
cover up practices abusive to the 
civil rights of our citizens, as 
xvell as expenditures which are 
fiscally irresponsible," he said.

Decisions by the U.S. Supreme Court and a lower 


district court that seem to conflict have clouded the 
issue of sex discrimination based on a lack of health 
and disability coverage of pregnancy. 


The rulings, two of them by the Supreme Court, 


involve the same basic question — temporary job loss 
without pay because of pregnancy. They all grew out 
of different circumstances and involve different laws, 
and they eventually probably will be resolved by the 
higher court. 


• In one case earlier this yearf the Supreme Court 


ruled against two school boards that said pregnant 
teachers had to leave work early in pregnancy, even 
though they were physically able to continue teaching, 
and could not return to work for three months after 
giving birth. The 14th Amendment was involved. 


• In another case, the Supreme Court ruled 


against women who sued the State of California under 
the 14th Amendment's guarantee of equal protection 
because disability benefits were denied pregnant 
women. 


• Recently, U.S. District Court Judge Robert 


Merhige, Jr., found the General Electric Co. guilty of 
sex discrimination under Title VII of the Civil Rights 
Act. 


His ruling came in a case brought by Mrs. Barbara 


Hall, Salem, Va., who was forced to leave work in her 
sixth month of pregnancy and was not allowed to 
return to work for two months after delivery. She got 
no disability benefits. 


The Equal Employment Opportunities Commis- 


sion joined the case. 


The judge held that while pregnancy is not a 


"disease" as such, it still has temporary disabling 
effects. He rejected the company's argument that 
pregnancy is "voluntary," saying it was temporarily 
disabling and that G.E. pays its male employes for' 
most any disability or sickness. 


The case, experts point out, involved a private 


company, which has since appealed to a higher court. 


In upseting a three-judge district court decision in 


the California case, the Supreme Court said the state 
had the right to establish a health insurance law for 
benefits to public and private employes, and spell out 
what it covers. Normal pregnancy was excluded. The 
disability benefits are entirely supported by a 1% tax 
on employe wages. 


Justice Potter Stewart, writing the majority opi- 


nion in the 6 to 3 decision, said: "There is nothing in 
the Constitution that requires a state to subordinate or 
compromise its legitimate interests solely to create a 
more comprehensive social insurance program than it 
already has." 


However, the State of California during the pen- 


ding appeal to the Supreme Court changed its disabili- 
ty benefit rules, pursuant to a state court ruling, to 
cover benefits for pregnancies involving medical com- 
plications, leaving only normal pregnancy uncovered. 


The Equal Employment Opportunities Commis- 


sion also joined in the California case as a friend of the 
court. Ms. Linda C. Dorian was the EEOC attorney in 
the California and General Electric cases. 


She said the California decision was "certainly not 


helpful" in the over-all fight to have normal pregnancy 


covered by health benefit plans. However, she added 
that she and associates think "it is not controlling" 
because the State of California merely "administers" 
the health benefit law that covers public and private 
employes and, therefore, is not an employer. 


"We think Title Vn imposes more strict standards 


and we think a distinction (from the 14th Amendment) 
can be made under Title Vn," she added. 


In the other cas involving the 14th Amendment's 


guarantee of due process of law, the Supreme Court 
last January struck down policies of the Cleveland, 
Ohio, school board and the board in Chesterfield 
County, Va., that required pregnant teachers to leave 
work, without pay, months before the birth, even 
though the teachers' doctors said they were able to 
continue teaching. 


Also, the board regulations said the teachers could 


not return to work for three months after the birth, 
which the court also said was discriminatory. 


In the teachers cases, the Supreme Court also 


overruled a lower court. The teacher cases were sup- 
ported by the National Education Association. 


The mandatory leave-of-absence provisions, the 


high court held, regardless of an individual's ability to 
continue working, violated the 14th Amendment. 


As a result, Mrs. Jo Carol La Fleur and Mrs. Ann

back pay from the Cleveland School Board. The first 
challenge to such a board policy was filed by Mrs.

Unions representing some 750,- 
000 workers reacbed tentative 
agreement with the Bell System 
Sunday night on a new 3-year 
contract costing more /than $3 
billion. 


The accord came less than two 


hours before a planned 
nationwide strike. It covers 
some 500,000 members of the 
Communication Workers of 
America, 150,000 members of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers and 100,000 
others represented by an 


alliance of independent unions. 


Announcement of the pact was 


made by CWA President Glenn 
E. Watts and Rex Reed, Bell's 
vice president for industrial 
relations. 


Watts said that local issues 


must be resolved before the ten- 
tative settlement is submitted to 
the union membership for 
ratification. 


Local Deadline 


A deadline of midnight, Aug. 


11 was set for reaching 
agreements on local contracts. 


Even as the agreement was 


announced some workers had 
begun picketing, including in 
Springfield and Dayton, Ohio, 
Omaha, Neb., and Phoenix, Ariz. 


Watts estimated that the con- 


tract will provide increases in 
wages and benefits totaling 35.8 
% over three years at a cost to 
the Bell System of more than $3 
billion. 


In addition, the union chief 


said the proposed settlement 
calls for full protection of wages 
against increases in the cost-of- 


living, the largest improvement 
ever made in pension, a 
company-paid dental plan and 
more than $100 million in local 
money for resolving what he 
called inequities in job 
classifications. 


'Substantial Improvement' 


A major stumbling block in 


the negotiations had been the 
issue of union security and Watts 
said the new contract offered 
substantial improvement.

Jury Convicts Kidnaper Of Editor 


Atlanta, Ga. (AP)-A federal 


jury on Sunday night convicted 
William A. H. Williams of extor- 
tion in connection with the kid- 
naping of Atlanta Constitution 
Editor Reg Murphy. 


The 34-year-old Williams, who 


pleaded insanity as a defense, 
stared glumly ahead as the ver- 
dict was announced. The jury 
deliberated about four hours. 


Judge William O'Kelley said 


he would sentence Williams 
Aug. 30. The maximum penalty 
he could receive is 50 years in 
prison. 


Williams' wife, Betty, 26, a 


petite brunette who sat in the 
front row of the courtroom as a 
spectator, faces charges of con- 
cealing knowledge of a crime in 
connection with the kidnaping 
and will be tried Feb. 19. 


The judge announced her trial 


date after the verdict. She dis- 
.played no emotion. 


In his charge to the jury, the 


judge said the legal definition of 
an insane person is one who 
lacks the substantial capacity to 
either 
understand 
the 


wrongfulness of his conduct or 
to confirm his conduct to the 
requirements of the law. 


Williams was convicted on 


three charges. They were extor- 
tion of money from a corpora- 
tion engaged in interstate com- 
merce, use of a firearm during 
the commission of a felonious 
act stemming from the ransom 
payment of $700,000 by Cox 
Enterprises, which owns the 
Constitution, and depositing in 
the U.S. mails a demand for 
extortion money. 


Murphy was released un- 


harmed 48 hours after his abduc- 
tion-last February. 


The $700,000 was recovered 


from the Williams' home by FBI 
agents 
who took the license

In The Record Book 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Unions representing some 750,- 
000 workers reached tentative 
agreement with the Bell System 
Sunday night on a new 3-year 
contract costing more than $3 
billion. 
The accord came less than two 
hours before a planned 
nationwide strike. It covers 
some 500,000 members of the 
Communication Workers of 
America, 150,000 members of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers and 100,000 
others represented by an 


alliance of independent unions. 
Announcement of the pact was 
made by CWA President Glenn 
E. Watts and Rex Reed, Bell s 
vice president for industrial 
relations. 


Watts said that local issues 
must be resolved before the ten­ 
tative settlement is submitted to 
the union membership for 
ratification. 


Local Deadline 


A deadline of midnight, Aug. 
11 was set for reaching 
agreements on local contracts. 


Even as the agreement was 
announced some workers had 
begun picketing, including in 
Springfield and Dayton, Ohio, 
Omaha, Neb., and Phoenix, Ariz. 


Watts estimated that the con­ 
tract will provide increases in 
wages and benefits totaling 35.8 
% over three years at a cost to 
the Bell System of more than $3 
billion. 
In addition, the union chief 
said the proposed settlement 
calls for full protection of wages 
against increases in the cost-of- 


living, the largest improvement 
ever made in pension, a 
company-paid dental plan and 
more than $100 million in local 
money for resolving what he 
called inequities in job 
classifications. 


‘Substantial Improvement’ 


A major stumbling block in 
the negotiations had been the 
issue of union security and Watts 
said the new contract offered 
substantial improvement.

Atlanta, Ga. (AP)—A federal 
jury on Sunday night convicted 
William A. H. Williams of extor­ 
tion in connection with the kid­ 
naping of Atlanta Constitution 
Editor Reg Murphy. 
The 34-year-old Williams, who 
pleaded insanity as a defense, 
stared glumly ahead as the ver­ 
dict was announced. The jury 
deliberated about four hours. 
Judge William O Kelley said 
he would sentence Williams 
Aug. 30. The maximum penalty 
he could receive is 50 years in 
prison. 
Williams’ wife, Betty, 26, a 
petite brunette who sat in the 
front row of the courtroom as a 
spectator, faces charges of con­ 
cealing knowledge of a crime in 
connection with the kidnaping 
and will be tried Feb. 19.

Unique System Irrigates Nil Test Plots 
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By DOM1NICK COSTELLO

"It has been a real challenge 


to keep it wet," says Henry 
Kroese, an agricultural research 
technician working with com 
research plots at the University 
of Nebraska Department of 
Agronomy. 


Kroese has developed a un- 


ique system of irrigation for the 
research plots used to compare 
the newly developed lines of 
corn at the University. 


Each tiny plot of land must be 


as close to exactly the same as 
the others in the field as possi- 
ble, so that the differences* in 


corn production will be due to 
genetic differences in the corn 
itself, rather than due to 
differences in soil type, fer- 
tilizer, water use or weed con- 
trol. 


Kroese was an auto and imple- 


ment dealer before working at 
the University. He had to sell his 
business due to health problems 
but he is now a dedicated 
researcher and clearly loves his 
job. 


Research Important 


"I learned just how important 


corn and crop research is when I 
was in business. If those farmers 
aren't making money then the 
people on the main streets of our 


towns and cities are not making 
money either," he said. 


The irrigation system Kroese 


developed by trial and error 
pumps water out of Stevens 
Creek and from an irrigation 
well on the bank of the creek. 


The water is then distributed 


down a ditch system fed by 
aluminum pipes equipped with 
gates or holes that can be opened 
or closed to adjust the amount of 
water running down a ditch in 
the corn row. 


Kroese uses a set of buried 


measuring devices to determine 
how much moisture is getting 
into the various plots to make

Folks who rushed about 


buying up flour and other dried

We will see 
very little, if any, loss in spite of 
the heat,” said Dr. William 
Compton, a university corn 
breeder. 
Kroese draws praise from Dr. 
Don Hanway, chairman of the 
Department of Agronomy. “ He 
can be found out here almost 
anytime of the day or night and 
on holidays. Because of his 
dedication and ideas we are 
handling these plots with less 
help and in a much more ef­ 
ficient fashion,” Hanway said 
Getting good technical people 
to aid researchers like Dr. 
Compton has been a major 
problem for University ad­ 
ministrators like Hanway. 
Takes Training 
“ You just can’t find such peo­ 
ple. It takes several years to 
train them and get them

experienced in working with a 
particular crop and a particular 
set of fields. The data we get 
from our own fields applies to 
Nebraska. We can’t really rely 
on data from other states 
because their conditions are 
different than ours. People like 
Henry are really vital to 
Nebraska’s farmers,” Hanway 
said. 
Henry’s greatest concern is 
that the highway department 
might build a bypass highway 
right through his beloved plot 
area. “ This uniform patch of 
land is vital to corn research in 
Nebraska It would be a tragedy 
to destroy it,” he said. 
Compton agrees “ it is the 
most uniform research area I 
know of in the United States 
with the exception of one at 
Waseca, Minn. It would take a 
fortune and many years of work 
to get anywhere close to it on 
another site,’’ he said. 
Despite what happens to the 
plots eventually, Henry Kroese 
is a happy man as he carefully 
measures out the limited water 
supply so each corn plant gets an 
equal drink and aids Dr. Comp­ 
ton in seeking new combinations 
of corn genes to withstand the 
rigors of Nebraska summers.

Exon Questions Butz' 'Good Crop' Quote

Weekly Grain Report

The long-term aspects of 
worldwide crop production 
problems make it quite clear 
that farmers can forget their 
fears of low grain prices this fall 
and probably for the 1975 crop 
year as well. 


World grain reserves will re­ 
main dangerously low for the 
next two years at the very least 
and unless we should happen to 
have a worldwide bin-bursting 
crop, food reserves may be tight 
for the next 10 years. 


A major problem remains the 
distribution of food. There are 
frustrating reports of donated 
grain lying rotting on docks 
while a few hundred miles in­ 
land people and livestock are 
dying for a lack of food. 


Higher oil prices appear to 
have reduced fuel consumption 
somewhat because there are 
reports of tankers becoming 
available to haul grain and other 
commodity products at the 
lowest rates in several months. 
The worldwide meat glut 
extends to such unlikely places 
as Taiwan, Japan and England, 
all of which have been major 
meat importers. 
Russia is continuing purchases 
of feed grains, which seems to 
indicate that efforts to expand 
its livestock production are not 
being abandoned. 
The major problems all 
farmers face everywhere is infla­ 
tion, which is driving up the 
price of every’ product, machine 
and service a farmer uses. Crop 
prices must remain high to pay 
the cost of producing food.

Exon noted that current 
Nebraska figures of $2.23 billion 
in agricultural losses this year 
because of the drought and 
declining livestock prices were 
compiled by one of Butz’s agen­ 
cies, the Agriculture Stabiliza­ 
tion and Conservation Service 
(ASCS) 
“ His people here — the ASCS 
people and the Farmers Home 
Administration — have been in 
full cooperation with myself and 
state agencies,” Exon said. 
“ They know well what the situa­ 
tion is 
I’m sure they have 
reported this to the USDA.” 
The Democratic governor 
added that he was “ sure this in­ 
formation is available to the 
secretary as far as the situation 
in Nebraska is concerned. It is 
available from my office and 
USDA offices in the state.” 
“ I'm afraid,” Exon said, “ Mr. 
Butz hasn't looked at it. 
“ I do not believe Mr. Butz has 
put the problem in proper 
prospective,” Exon said, “ even 
if his current predictions are ac­ 
curate. Certainly, in Nebraska 
and other breadbasket states, 
the total crop is going to be far 
short of predictions because of 
the worst drought since the 
1930s. 


In addition. Butz was quoted 
in Michigan as saying, “ Some 
people panic too early ” 
To this. Exon replied, “ There 
is no panic in the Midlands. 
Rather there is a realistic assess­ 
ment of conditions.” 
“ This certainly is not the 
tim e,” Exon said, “ when 
■farmers have never had it so 
good' as the administration said 
this spring.” 
Exon noted that Nebraska was 
the first state to ask the USDA 
for statewide agriculture relief, 
about 10 days ago, but said, “ We 
haven't heard anything back on 
our request. 
Hail Damage Request 
“ Nor have we even received 
official word from the disaster 
request we made over a month 
ago for three counties which 
received ex ten sive h ail 
damage," Exon said. “ I hope the, 
USDA isn't dragging its feet over 
this matter that is very impor­ 
tant to Nebraska agriculture.” 
Exon said spot checks in 


Nebraska fields indicate the 
situation is “ growing worse” 
every day. He said, “ The only 
thing we can bank on to save 
anything at this tim e is 
widespread rains across the 
state. 
“ If it rained every day 
between now and Oct. 1, we 
would still have at least a 7 5 '”c 
loss in dryland corn,” Exon said 
“ Certainly, extensive rains 
would greatly benefit sorghum 
and bean crops, but even with 
that, we know the yields would 
be down considerably below 
expectations." 
Exon said the domestic and 
foreign demands for U.S. wheat 
and feed grains was “ un­ 
paralleled from a protein starved 
world.” 
“ For example.” Exon said, “ if 
the requirement for a bushel of 
grain was adequate last year, 
and the need is for a bushel and 
a half this year, the production 
of even a bushel and a quarter 
falls far short of demand." 
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Near-Record Crowd Visits 
13th Annual Czech Festival

Such words as biggest, best 
and especially coolest. The latter 
applied to both the 78-degree 
temperature and, in the jargon 
of modem youth, to the over-all 
pleasantry of the 13th annual 
Nebraska Czech Festival. 
Struggling to maintain reserve 
while bubbling with enthusiasm, 
hardwareman Fred Shimonek 
pronounced this year’s crowd 
“ very close to a record.”

By mid-afternoon several 
booths had sold out of kolaches, 
forcing many visitors to sub­ 
stitute “ pivo” in the jam-packed 
taverns. There was a steady line 
for four hours waiting for duck- 
and-dumplings in the basement 
of the Czech Museum alone. 
A 90-minute parade fulfilled 
the promise of being even longer 
and livelier than its predecessor. 
Joe Vosoba, associated with the 
celebration since its 1962 incep­ 
tion, labeled the parade “ the 


best in Nebraska.” 
Rousing cheers of “ Nazdar!” 
echoed along the route as polka 
bands and Czech singing groups 
tried to outdo one another. 
Numerous Shrine groups were 
interspersed 
between 
the 
batallions of clowns, queens and 
politicians. 
Debbie Slezak of the South 
Omaha Sokols, crowned Satur­ 
day night as Nebraska Czech 
Queen, headed a list of royalty 
which was almost a parade in 
itself. Wilber's own Luann Tichy 
was first runnerup among the six 
Czech queen contestants. 
Accorded a place of honor in 
the parade as well as in the 
program following was Admiral 
George J. Dufek, recipient of the 
annual King Charles Award. The 
first American to set foot on the 
geographic South Pole, he was 
presented the tribute as a Czech 
descendant who has dis­ 
tinguished himself international­

Delegations from Chicago, 
Cleveland and Kansas City were 
among the visitors, many of 
them first-timers to the ethnic 
event.

Will Bolster Failing Box Office

until Tuesday but Monday could be a pivotal day in 
determining how much longer the NFL players' strike 
will last. 


The owners, who suffered a financial blow over the 


weekend when the fans stayed home in droves during 
the first full weekend of exhibition games, will be 
watching carefully how many veterans are going to 
come into camp. 


According to the owners' figures, 310 players, in- 


cluding 87 starters, had crossed the picket lines before 
the weekend. 


But many of the veterans seem to be getting 


restless- although the regular season is still six weeks 
away—and the owners are hoping the trickle of retur- 
ning veterans will turn into a deluge on Monday. 


In Washington, the executive committee of the 


Players Association, with representatives from most 
of the teams, convened for a Sunday meeting. No 
major strategic decisions were expected, but Ed 
Garvey, executive director of the association, was 
expected to brief the group on the strike situation and 
the outlook for negotiations. 


Dallas quarterback Roger Staubach, a player who 


doesn't have to worry about losing his job, crossed the 
line Sunday. 


The number of veterans who follow in his footsteps 


on Monday may determine the tone of the bargaining 
on Tuesday. 


If there is a major defection, the owners could 


decide the players are near the point of collapse and 
continue their hard-line position. 


But if the players remain fairly solid on the picket 


lines, the owners—noticing the lost revenue at the 
exhibition games —may decide to offer some con- 
cessions. 


The Cowboys released a terse statement from 


Staubach after he crossed the picket lines. 


"This has been a very tough decision but after 


weighing at length all aspects of the strike —such as 
teammates, player demands, fan reaction, player and 
owner negotiating strategy, crossing the picket line, 
etc.—I have decided to report to training camp Sun- 
day. 


"This is an individual decision on my part, with no 


intent to influence others. Therefore, I have no further 
comment." 


Staubach, in his sixth year with the Cowboys, led the 


NFL in passing statistics last season. Craig Morton, 
the Cowboys' No. 2 quarterback, had already reported 
but since he's jumping to the WFL, Staubach seemed 
assured of his No. 1 position. 


Another Cowboy veteran, Cornell Green, reported 


to the Dallas camp on Saturday. 


The veterans on several teams held meetings Sunday 


to discuss their feelings on continuing the strike. 


The owners and the players will resume their talks 


in Washington Tuesday with Federal Mediator W.J. 
Usery Jr. 


The players were encouraged by the slight turnouts 


at the seven exhibition games on Saturday. At Cham- 
paign, HI, where 10 Bear veterans, six Cardinal 
veterans and four St. Louis wives picketed the St. 
Louis-Chicago game, only 12,877 fans showed up at the 
71,000-seat stadium. 


"We feel the low attendance at the game 


demonstrates our point," Mac Percival, the Bears' 
player rep said. Jim Hart, the Cardinal QB, said, 
"Even if we didn't show up today, our point would 
have been made." 


The biggest crowd of the night was in New Orleans, 


where 45,339 fans watched the Saints lose to 
Pittsburgh—but it was still the smallest crowd ever to 
see a Saints' game at home. 


Only 12,831 rattled around in the Astrodome to see 


the Houston Oilers beat the New York Giants although 
41,049— the second biggest crowd— showed up in 
Oakland. 


Besides picketing in Champaign, the players also 


picketed in Oakland, Denver and San Diego. In 
Denver, there were more than 50 picketing veterans 
including the entire Denver team from a year ago. 


The other crowd totals were 27,559 in Denver, 32,839 


in Cincinnati, and 18,087 in San Diego. 


The e x h i b i t i o n weekend wound up with Sun- 


day's Atlanta-Philadelphia game. 


Then both sides will watch closely how many 


veterans return Monday before they return to the 
bargaining table on Tuesday.

total of six-under-par 278. Weiskopf, who had a one-over-par 72, 
finished one stroke back while Dave Hill, eight under par 
through three rounds, and the tournament leader after 54 holes, 
skied to a 75 finish two strokes off the pace at 280. 


Jim Wiechers finished in fourth place for the second straight 


year, shooting 76 for 282. Lee Elder, Dale Douglass and charging 
Bobby Nichols— with a final round 69—were one stroke under 
par at 281. 


Weiskopf. starting the day two strokes back of Hill, double 


bogeyed the second hole and bogeyed the 10th and llth. But he 
birdied the 17th and 18th to tighten the race. 


Regalado. 26, a native of Tijuana, Mexico, quadrupled his 1973 


tour earnings of $9,512 by taking the $40,000 first prize. 


In addition he won S5,000 last year in seven tournaments in 


Mexico. 


Regalado had bogeys on the second and fourth holes for a 


front nine of 48 to remain four strokes back of Hill. Hill bogeyed 
his first two holes before getting his only bird of the round on 
the fourth, but he bogeyed the 10th and llth to drop to four un- 
der for the tournament and could muster no more than seven 
straight pars the rest of the way. 


The only other golfer to equal par 284 was Jerry Heard, a first 


round co-leader. Heard finished with 72s the final two days for a 
284 total. 


Low round of the day was a 68 by Bruce Crampton, golf's fifth 


leading career money winner. The 38-year-old Australian, who 
has nearly $1.2 million in earnings, finished at 286, two strokes 
over par. 


"I was really nervous and really lucky," said the serious-faced 


Regalado. "I had a weak stomach. When I saw I was tied for the 
lead coming onto the 15th green, my legs started to shake. 


"I said, well, I've got to do my best." 
He sturdied himself enough to curl in a 20-foot birdie from the 


lower level to the upper part of the green. 


The happy Regalado said he will change his travel plans now 


that he has won the Pleasant Valley Classic. "Before I won I was 
ready to go home. Now, because I have an invitation, I'll go to 
Winston Salem to play in the PGA next week." 


Winning a major tournament presents an automatic invita- 


tion to the PGA. 


Total attendance for the tournament was 128,245 over four 


days, bringing attendance at eight Pleasant Valley Country Club 
tournaments to more than one million persons.

In the, nightcap, he 
gave up a two-run homer to Bill Melton in the 
bottom of the sixth inning which climaxed a 
four-run rally that gave the Sox an 11-8 advan- 
tage. For Melton, it was his 18th homer on the 
season, and made him the all-time White Sox 
home run leader with 136, breaking the record 
held by Minnie Minoso. 


Texas starter Steve Hargan gave up seven 


runs and 12 hits before being lifted in the bot- 
tom of the sixth inning. 


Texas slugger Jeff Burroughs drove in four 


runs with a pair of homers, his 20th and 21st of 
the year, and a single. The 22-year-old right- 
fielder batted in 10 runs in the series to give him 
90 for the season, tops in the major leagues. 


In the opener. Johnson won his fourth 


straight game since being recalled from the 
White Sox Iowa farm club July 5. 


The Sox broke a 3-3 tie after two were out in 


the bottom of the seventn. Bill Sharp singled 
and raced to third on Orta's double to right. 
Dick Allen grounded to Toby Harrah, who 
fumbled the ball allowing Sharp to score. 
Melton also grounded to Harrah. and once again 
the Ranger shortstop fumbled the ball, allowing 
Orta to score. Allen earlier had hit his 29th 
homer of the season. 


In other games, Boston downed New York 


7-3 in the first game of a scheduled 
doubleheader before rain washed out the se- 
cond contest, Oakland split a twin bill with 
Minnesota, copping the first 10-4 before losing 2- 
1. Baltimore and Detroit split a doubleheader, 
the Tigers mauling the Orioles 6-1 in the opener. 
But the Birds bouncing back to muzzle the 
Tigers 9-3 in the nightcap, Cleveland and 
Milwaukee divided a pair, the Indians edging 


the Brewers 4-3 in the first game and the 
Brewers sudsing the Indians 8-3 in the second, 
and Kansas City dumped California twice, 10-4 
and 3-0. 


Luis Tiant scattered 10 hits and Rico 


Petrocelli and Bernie Carbo each knocked in 
two runs to lead the Red Sox to a win over the 
Yankees. Tiant won his 17th game, the highest 
total in the Majors. 


Bill Butler limited Oakland to six hits in 


gaining a victory and giving minnesota a split of 
their doubleheader. The A's won the first game 
before 34.145 fans, the largest crowd of the 
season at Metropolitan Stadium. 


Jim Holt's two out single in the sixth inning 


scored Eric Soderholm from second base and 
provided Butler with his winning margin. 


Oakland broke open the first game by scoring 


six times before anyone was out in the seventh 
inning. Run-scoring singles by Claudell 
Washington and Bando, a two-run triple by 
Reggie Jackson and a two-run homer by Joe 
Rudi, his llth, highlighted the Oakland explo- 
sion. 


Brooks Robinson, playing for the first time in 


a week, drove in four runs with a three-run 
homer and a single in the second game to lead 
the Orioles to a victory after Joe Coleman's two- 
hitter paced the Detroit Tigers to a win in the 
opener. 


Dick Sharon's first homer this year, a two-run 


blow in the third inning of the opener helped 
finish Oriole starter and loser Mike Cuellar, now 
13-8. 


Al Kaline tied Willie Keeler for 14th place on 


the all-fime hit list with his only hit of the 
doubleheader, a single leading off the fifth in- 
ning of the first game and is now only 45 away 
from the 3.000th hit of his career. 


Ken Berry drove in three runs with two hits 


and Don Money added a two-run homer as the 
Brewers shelled Gaylord Perry to beat the In- 
dians in the second game. Cleveland won the 
first game on John Lowenstein's seventh inning 
single. 


It was the fifth straight loss for Perry, who 


hasn't won since July 3. Perry, who has now 
tried six times for his 16th victory, is now 15-6 
after posting a 15-1 mark when he won 15 
straight.

Dragster Kills Two In Illinois 
EASTST.LOUIS.nl (UPD- 


A dragracing car hurtled into the 
bleachers at St. Louis Inter- 
national Raceway Sunday, 
killing at least two spectators 
and injuring about 30 others 


The driver, 30-year-old 


professional drag racer Bill 
Bagshaw of Long Beach, Calif, 
was hospitalized in serious con- 
dition, apparently with a broken 
collarbone 


Two spectators were pro- 


nounced dead on arrival at St 
Mary's Hospital in East St 
Louis About 10 other injured 
persons also were taken to St 
Mary's and about 20 persons 
were taken to St Elizabeth's 
Hospital in Granite City 


Identities of the victims were 


not released immediately 


Witnesses to the crash said 


Bagshaw's Dodge apparently 
blew its engine a few hundred 
feet from the finish line of the 
quarter-mile drag strip and 
spilled oil over the track 


"His car swerved out of con- 


trol on the slippery surface, spun 
around and flipped over the 
guardrail into the stands," said 


Cpl. RJ Diak of the Illinois 
State Police 


"People were trapped under 


the wreckage, and it took several 
minutes to free some of them " 


The bleachers near the finish 


line are three rows high and are 
protected only by a waisthigh 
steel guardrail 


The crash occurred as 


Bagshaw was c o m p e t i n g 
against another driver in the 
$150,000 Gateway Nationals, one 
of 10 Grand American series 
events sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Hot Rod Association 


The finals of the competition 


resumed about 90 minutes after 
the crash

EAST ST. LOUIS. 111. (U PI) - 
A dragracing car hurtled into the 
bleachers at St. Louis Inter­ 
national Raceway Sunday, 
killing at least two spectators 
and injuring about 30 others. 
The driver, 30-year-old 
professional drag racer Bill 
Bagshaw of Long Beach, Calif., 
was hospitalized in serious con­ 
dition, apparently with a broken 
collarbone. 
Two spectators were pro­ 
nounced dead on arrival at St. 
Mary’s Hospital in East St. 
Louis. About 10 other injured 
persons also were taken to St. 
Mary’s and about 20 persons 
were taken to St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital in Granite City 
Identities of the victims were 
not released immediately. 
Witnesses to the crash said 
Bagshaw’s Dodge apparently 
blew its engine a few hundred 
feet from the finish line of the 
quarter-mile drag strip and 
spilled oil over the track.
